out reaching any decision regarding 
the Manchurian situation. 


It was disclosed, however, that 


the war office and the foreign office 
were not in accord on Manchurian 
policy, and that the question had 
become the most acute

years. 


The chief point considered by the 


cabinet, according to vernacular re- 
ports, was 
whether developments 


had justified the sending of rein- 
forcements to Manchuria as propos- 
ed by Minister of War Minaml.

She urges each rural school to start 
a- campaign to rid its building of the 
pests. The letter follows: 


"In view of the fact that It Is es- 


pecially important to guard against 
the spread of contagious disease, es- 
pecially that of infantile paralysis, 
we are not certain how much the fly 
is responsible for the spread of that 
disease, but cannot afford to take 
a chance. 
"Our neighboring county, Winne- 


bago, has a large number of schools 
closed because of infantile paralysis. 
Let us take every precaution to 
a,void every method of 
infection. 


Following is one, method: 
Every 


child apparently not well must be 
excluded from school, this includes 
slight cough. Special emphasis 
on 


covering every sneeze. Proper use of 


drinking bubbler or own cup for 
each child to be kept In dinner pall. 
Free the school from files. 


"This can be done as follows: 
"Enlist the cooperation of every 


child to help in this campaign. Ap- 
point monitors for various duties so 
there will be no chance for«the fly 
to be invited. Keep outside doors, 
both wood and screen closed. 
In- 


clude entry door if one. Open only 
screen windows. Two will give good 
circulation. No food to be eaten or 
dropped within 20 ft. of the door. 
The slightest crumbs, apple core or 
fruit pits will call them. If eating 
in-doors, stay in seats and sweep up 
crumbs as soon as finished, wrap in 
paper and put in stove. 


"Children should be instructed not

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UNEMPLOYMENT LEGISLA- 


TION 


The disagreements over unemploy- 


ment insurance and restricted working 
hours developed at the hearing before 
the legislative unemployment commit- 
tee in Madison last week is illustrative 
of the wide gulf between industrial and 


• labor leaders in their approach to the 


problem of preventing recurrence of 
depression. While both are eager to 
find some means of preventing, or at 
least alleviating, these periods of busi- 
ness recession they are far apart in 
their method. 


Labor, first of all, advocates shorter. 


- working hours so - that employment 


might be spread out, and failing in-this, 
it wants some form of compulsory un- 
employment insurance, paid for at least 
in part by the employer, so that the 
worker thrown out of his job does not 
immediately become the object of char-, 
ity. 


Industry, as represented by the men 


at the hearing, would have nothing to 
do with either suggestion, characteriz- 
ing the restriction on working hours 
as a "straight-jacket on business" and 
unemployment insurance as the means 
of creating a "political Juggernaut." 


"While immediate relief for the de- 


pression is highly desirable, it is just 
as important that in working out of 
our present difficulties we lay the foun- 


" dation for the means of preventing a 


recurrence of these conditions. As 


' Governor LaFollette said in his Apple- 


ton speech last week, there is no pan- 
acea for this depression; its diagnosis 


i and cure requires study and effort by 
" industry, by labor and by government. 


Unemployment, in the final analysis, 


is essentially an industrial and not a 
political problem and it must be solved 


, primarily by industry, with the govern- 


i ment proceeding slowly and cautiously 


in its quest for control- There is by 


i no means unanimity of opinion among 
' the leaders of either employers or la- 


bor as to the proper course, and legis- 
lative action based upon inadequate in- 
formation or upon wrong premises will 
do immeasurably greater harm than no 
action at all. 


Unemployment is so general in its 


nature and effect that whatever any 
single state legislature might do to pre- 
vent its recurrence will be quite inef- 
fective, and it might have the effect, 
because of the competitive factors in- 


" 
x volved, of making the situation even 


worse in the commonwealth for which 
it legislates. Whatever might be the 
merits of compulsory unemployment 
insurance ,or statutory restriction on 
working days or weeks as an abstract 
proposition, it is quite clear that either 
or both with only statewide application 
will put a heavy drag upon both labor 
and industry within that state. 


Thus the Wisconsin legislature, 


when it meets in special session this 
fall to consider unemployment, must 
recognize not only the differences of 
opinion that now separate employer 
and employe, but also that unemploy- 
ment is not essentially a state problem 
and that whatever it does toward com- 
pulsory insurance or restricted work- 
ing hours 'in this state can have little 
effect on the condition as a whole, and 


( it might have the effect of making Wis- 


consin's position more difficult. 


There is no question but what some- 


thing must be done to avoid a repeti- 
tion of the present unemployment sit- 
uation, but governmental agencies in 
considering this problem should move 
slowly, and only after very 
careful 


study so as to avoid the mistakes which 
almost invariably attend hasty action. 


tenant Stainforth of England takes a 
tiny seaplane aloft and" skates through 
the air at a cool 404 miles an hour.

The American government spends 


around $300,000,000 a year on its navy; 
but to date it refuses to set aside a

for the third successive time this year 
had no entry in the Schneider cup 
which was won by Great Britain with- 
out any opposition when France and 
Italy cancelled their entries. The last 
Schneider cup race has been won as 
England by its victory this year gained 
permanent possession of the cup. But 
that should not deter the American 
government from developing 
planes 


that will hold their own with the fast- 
est developed elsewhere. Speed in the 
air is essential not only from a com- 
mercial standpoint but from one of de- 
fense and the government is derelict 
in its duty if it does" not keep up pace 
with the latest in aviation. 


THOREAU AND GANDHI 


The philosophy of Henry D. Thor- 


eau, American naturalist and libera- 
tionist, is finding practical expression 
in the principles of India's Gandhi. 


In Thoreau's "Civil Disobedience" 


the freedom of the individual is con- 
stantly 
emphasized. 
In both his 


thought and conduct he accepted the 
principle of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence that liberty is an inalienable 
right of man, yet he believed that since 
the majority not only could be wrong 
but often was, the minority should not 
be coerced by numerical strength. 


For Thoreau, revolution is justified 


when government is improperly admin- 
istered and revolt seems more benefi- 
cial than compliance with law. "Must 
the citizen, even for a moment, or in 
the least degree, resign his conscience 
to the legislator? ... It is not desirable 
to cultivate a respect for the law 'so 
much as for the right. The only obli- 
gation which I have a right to assume 
is to do at any time what I think is 
right." 


Instead of obeying all laws, Thor- 


eau's good citizen would intentionally 
break unjust ones. "A wise man will 
not leave the right to the mercy of 
chance, nor wish it to prevail through 
the.power of majority. There is but 
little virtue in the action of masses of 
men." 


Thoreau was imprisoned for evad- 


ing taxes, and like Gandhi, asserted 
that imprisonment had no terror for 
him. "I did not for a moment feel con- 
fined, and the walls seemed a great 
waste of stone and mortar. I could but 
smile to see how industrially they 
locked the door on my 
meditations, 


which followed them out again with- 
out let or hindrance." 


When Thoreau wrote his treatise he 


never could have dreamed that its fun- 
damental concepts would be the inspir- 
ation of a man who now holds in his 
hand the fate of millions. The ghost 
of this citizen of the one-time village 
of Concord, Massachusetts now stalks 
alongside the loincloth and mantle of 
the lowly leader of a great revolution 
which has achieved its present status 
largely through passive and civil dis- 
obedience.

Each day the world draws closer

This view 
was stressed by Arthur Henderson, 
leader of the Labor opposition in 
parliament, who wrote in the Herald: 


Pleads For Faith 


"The situation calls for confidence, 


not despair—for steadiness not pan- 
ic. The fundamental strength of the 
nation is unimpaired and if we re- 
main calm and 
resolute we shall 


more speedily surmount the difficul- 
ties." 


Frequent emphasis was laid by the 


papers on the effect of what was 
described as hoarding of gold in the 
United States and France but it was 
attributed mostly to circumstances 
rather than to deliberate intention. 
The Express said in this connection: 
"America couldn't help it because 
the balance was so heavily In her fa.

If one hand has a 
singleton, it is more than an even 
chance that another hand also has 
but one of a suit. 
If one hand 


is void, it is quite probable that 
another hand will dispose a void 
in another suit. The law of sym- 
metry does not work with unfail- 
ing accuracy but It does work 
with enough regularity to be 
worth" remembering and applying 
when the bidding or play discloses 
unusual types of suit distribution. 


One of the basic troubles with 


distributional freaks is the great 
danger 
known to all 
Contract 


players, that the hands will not 
fit. In other words that the lines 
of communication between the 
two allied armies (the hands of 
the Declarer and the Dummy) may 
be cut by an alert adversary, and 
honor-tricks in side suits fall 
before 
apparently 
insignificant 


trumps in the opponents' hands 
can be taken out. If the allied 
hands do not furnish a wealth of 
entries, then care must be taken 
to preserve such as do exist until 
such time as the enemy has been 
made helpless. 
Take tlia hand below dealt re- 
cently in a Duplicate match in 
New York City, in which some of 
the city's most 
expert players 


came to grief and then failed to 
solve the- mystery of making 12 
tricks on the hand.

1—-"West's hand is a good type of 
two-suiter, but the lack of 
Intermediate 
strength 
in 
either suit makes it a safer 
Opening bid of one. If part- 
ner is able to respond freely, 
then game at the best dec- 
laration should be quite prob- 
able. 


2—East is at once on his guard 
against a possible freak dis- 
tribution. 
He is void of the 
suit bid by his partner. How- 
ever, his hand has Z honor- 
tricks and is strong enough 
to force partner to keep the 
. bidding open until game is 


reached. 


S—Assured of another chance to 
bid. West uses this round of 
bidding to convey additional 
Information to his partner as 
to his distribution, 
rather 
than raise the spade contract 
to game. 
His hand is much 


stronger than he has yet 
shown, and after East's Forc- 
ing Takeout a Slam appears 
to him as a practical cer- 
tainty. 
' 


4—West now is put on notice that 
his partner's hand does not 
perfectly fit his, as he had 
hoped was the case with the 
Jump Takeout in spades. He 
reads East's hand as quite 
likely containing five spades 
and five diamonds, with only 
three cards in hearts aad 
clubs. It Is, of course, pos- 
sible that the diamond suit 
may have only four cards. A 
healthy fear of the reefs of 
distribution causes him to 
leave the bidding of the Slam 
up to East. 
5—Even with the knowledge that 


finesses, if necessary, cannot 
be taken in hearts, the Slam 
try by East cannot be criti- 
cized. Apparently the trump 
situation is satisfactory and 
West's club bid shows to 
East two suits which should 
provide means of Ingress and 
egress In either hand as the 
playing proceeds. 
South's choice of an Opening 


lead is but a forlorn hope at best. 
He appears to hare only two 
chances of defeating the contract; 
the vague possibility that his part- 
ner may mako a trick, and that 
either one of his worthless trumps 
may be cashed on a club or that 
the diamond King behind the De- 
clarer 
may materialize 
into a 
trick. The lead of the club single- 
ton, bad as it is with two trumps, 
appears to be better gamble, and 
it was the one that most South 
players adopted. 


Unwittingly or not, It was a 


most excellent lead. For the mo- 
ment it cut one line of communi- 
cation from the East hand to the 
West and this line could not be 
re-established 
u n t i l 
South's 
trumps were drawn. The lead was 
marked as a probable singleton. 
The difficulty of communication 
between the two hands made it 
necessary for East to proceed with 
caution. 
He led two rounds of 
hearts, discarding two diamonds. 
The thifd round of hearts was 
ruffed with a small trump In the 
closed hand and then the Ace of 
diamonds was laid down and the 
second round of diamonds trump- 
ed in the Dummy. Now East led 
two rounds of trumps, retaining 
the lead in the Dummy and led 
the fourth round of hearts, which 
he trumped with the King. There 
was only one trump outstanding 
and this' was then drawn as the 
contract was assured when both 
North and South followed to the 
fourth round of hearts. East re- 
entered Dummy by means of the 
club, discarded his last diamond 
on the established heart and con- 
ceded the last trick to North's 
Queen of clubs. 


The line of play, had South 


opened a trump originally, would 
have been no less interesting. The 
hand is one that well repays study- 


XODAY'S POINTER 
The Responding Hand 


Partner of the Opening Hand Is 
called the Responding Hand. In 
the Forcing System the Respond- 
ing Hand, far from merely assist- 
ing, is In most cases the principal 
hand and carries the brunt of bid- 
ding. As a rule the game or Slam 
value of the Opening Hand Is rel- 
ative and depends upon the dis- 
tribution and balance of honor 
strength In the Responding Hand. 
Accordingly the whole scheme of 
Contract bidding is so designed 
that the Opening Hand, whose first 
bid Is necessarily a leap In the 
dark, "approaches" with low bids 
and feels out the situation before 
definitely choosing the attacking 
or defending direction.

Hugh 
Walpole. who Is never a very harsh 
critic, says that "Sheila Kaye-Smith, 
because she is old-fashioned is never 
out of fashion. Her characters are 
true of any time and all time. Her 
England Is immortal and she is al- 
ways a creator." 
Which Is a very 


polite way of saying that tha whole 
theme of this latest novel by this 
favorite English 
no\e!lst is not in 


the least modern. 


Of course, there Is very great <hf- 


ficultj- in using religion as an at- 
mosphere for a novel. Sinclair Lewis 
found that out in 
Elmer Gantry. 


But nineteenth century Hngllsh re- 
ligion, although interesting historic- 
ally. 1s! exceedingly drab, and often 
insincere—as it is with Susan Spray. 
This unlively 
heroine 
uses 
her 


evangelism and her gift of preaching 
to excuse all of her misdemeanors, 
and to avoid all unpleasant angles 
of living. 
She gets out of house- 


keeping because she must preach; 
she marries three times, forgetting 
all religion each time she meets an 
attractive man. 


G. B. Stern, who really has a 


right to pass judgment on any novel, 
remarks 
that 
Mlas 
Kaye-Smith 


writes of men and women who are 
engaged in the real, ordinary, hum- 
drum, sorrowful, 
passionate con- 


flict of everyday. 
"Humdrum." is 


the best description given In the 
list, and although you may feel that 
Susan Spray ought to be read be- 
cause of its renown in England, you 
will probably finish the book with a 
yawn. Perhaps our taste, is tuned 
to more highly seasoned 
food—be- 


cause after all, Pilgrim's Progress Is 
tough reading nowachiys. And per- 
haps, too, because the pepper and 
salt is lacking, we overlook the fact 
that the substance Is good. 


At nr.y 
rate, since so much of 


the -world te talking about Susan 
Spray, one ought not miss reading 
it, e\cn though the reason for so 
doing Is faxilt-flndlng. This book is 
of course, beautifully written, «s 
are all of this author's works. There 
is nothing trashy about It. Frankly, 
wo should have boon glad of a little 
sordid sensation In it before we fin- 
ished wading through it!

Hoover Considers Economic 


Argument—Has No Pow- 


er to Change Law

Washington—(CPA)—After several 


years of effort, the prohibition mo- 
derates—that is, those who 
favor 


beer and light -wines—have, succeed- 
ed in getting their plan before Pres- 
ident Hoover as an economic mea- 
sure designed to help the country's 
finances in the present emergency. 


Instead of Including the right to 


manufacture light -wines, the pro- 
posal is confined wholly to the le- 
galizing of 3 per cent beer. During 
the war, beer of 2.15 per cent alco- 
holic content was required by law, 
thus reducing the beverage from the 
higher content In order to conserve 
grain needed for war supplies. To- 
day the emergency argument Is of a 
different character; namely, that the 
brewing of beer will help to absorb 
the surplus of grain and the 
sur- 


plus of labor not only In the actual 
brewing but In the allied Industries 
and businesses, such 
as 
bottling, 


that would presumably be stimulat- 
ed by a nation-wide return to beer 
drinking. Argument Grows 


.Mr-. Hoover has heard the 
argu- 
ment for beer ever since he came to 
Washington and in the old days of 
the food administration wrote a let- 
ter which came out In the campaign 
of 1928, Indicating that he 
didn't 


think. 2.75 beer was intoxicating. In 
recent weeks the pressure upon him 
to do something about the beer ques 
tlon has been growing in Intensity. 


It Is not merely in letters from all 
p'arts of the country that the presi- 
dent is advised .to restore beer as a. 
revenue raising measure but close 
perso'nal friends came to him to dis- 
cuss the subject nearly every week. 
J-fot long ago, Jeremiah Milbank, 
treasurer of the Republican national 
committee, dropped In with a.' port- 
folio of papers to recommend beer 
as a revenue raising measure. High 
officials of the 
Chamber of Com- 
merce of the United States as well 
as" the American Federation of La- 
bor have brought up the 
subject 
again and again. 
Then Augustus 


Busch" focussed attention on. the pos- 
sibllities of wiping out the govern- 
ment deficit by beer taxes and the 
dry organizations disputed his fig- 
ures. As a consequence of this It was 
"decided to get some figures and be 
prepared to discuss the -whole sub 
je'ct on the basis of facts available at 
the census bureau on the number of 
people employed In the brewing In- 
dustries. "Walter Newton, one of 
President Hoover's three private sec- 
retaries, told the 
correspondents 
Friday that the request for 
Infor- 


mation about beer consumption and 
employment 
in 
breweries 
came 


"from the outside" and was not 'at 
the instance of President "Hoover 
himself. 
Drys See Threat 
The general supposition Is that 


the drys recognized In the beer ar- 
gument from a revenue standpoint a 
much more dangerous Instrument of 
persuasion In the present state of 
the public mind than the merits of 
prohibition itself. They saw that, as 
beer was reduced In alcoholic 
con- 
tent as a war measure, its manufac- 
ture was being urged as an emer- 
gency act again. 


Mr. Hoover, of course, has no au- 


thority to proclaim 3 per cent beer 
or -beer of any other alcoholic con- 
tent. This rests with congress. The 
supreme court never said, as is pop- 
ularly supposed, that congress can 
define 
any 
alcoholic content 
it 


pleases. All the high court did say 
was that, In fixing one-half of 1 per 
cent as non-intoxicating, congress 
was -within its 
rights under 
the 


eighteenth amendment. If congress 
should .hear evidence from experts 
and come to the conclusion that 3 
per cent beer Is non-intoxicating, If 
the sale Is limited to not more than 
thr.ee or five bottles per person, for 
example, this would be a new defi- 
nition of what Is or is not intoxicat- 
ing and the supreme court would 
have to pass on tha question of 
whether the new law were consti- 
tutional. 
It 
would then turn on 


•whether the evidence as presented 
persuaded the court that the per- 
centage of alcohol fixed in the law 
Mas or was not intoxicating. 


Position of Court 


But if congress did act on 3 per 


cent beer, the changes are no de- 
cision of the highest court would ev- 
er upset it. As a. matter of fact some 
drys, including the late "Wayne B. 
"Wheeler, superintendent of the Anti- 
Saloon league, have always said the 
Issue was not whether beer of a 
fixed content nrounrl 2.75 was or was 
no't intoxicating-, hut whether the 
method 
of 
retail 
distribution 


wouldn't bring back the saloon and 
throw open the places where whis- 
ky could be obtained. 
The answer 


of the \\ets to this is that the speak- 
easies in many cities outnumber the 
old saloons and that the consump- 
tion of beer would tend to diminish 
the purchase of whisky and 
hard 
liquors. 


Meanwhile Mr. Hoover is confront- 


ed with the political fact that the 
drys are solidly behind him and the 
wets are divided between the" hard 
liquor advocates and the sponsors of 
beer. The pressure for beer is com- 
ing from the big eastern states and 
big cities. The rural districts—back- 
bone of the dry movement—are not 
yet showing signs of being aroused. 
The president is not likely to take 
the lead but if the next congress re- 
verses its previous votes and goes 
for beer, as a revenue measure and 
as 
a temporary experiment, Mr. 


Hoox-er is not apt to become an ob- 
structionist and prevent its passage.

"Wisconsin man in "Washington, last 
May had a tragic aftermath for Po- 
liceman Charles B. Kimball of the 
"Washington Police Force, when his 
dismissal from the force was recom- 
mended by the Police Trial Board at 
the end of last week. 


On May 28, Leonard Hoffman, for- 


jnerly of New London, Wis., was 
shot by Mrs. Tillie "Wilson after an 
all night joy-ride. It was Policeman 
Kimbell's gun that did the shooting. 
In July Mrs. "Wilson was exonerated 
by the grand jury of assault charges. 


Strangely confused stories were 


told at the time of the shooting, but 
both Hoffman and Mrs. "Wilson ad- 
mitted that there had been "consid- 
erable drinking." Hoffman says he 
dared Mrs. "Wilson to shoot. She said 
sh« shot him when he followed her 
out of the car. And finally Policeman 
Kimbell said that Mrs. "Wilson shot 
Hoffman as he was taking them to 
the police station for speeding and 
drunkenness. 


The only explanation of the use of 
his gun is Kimbell's assertion that it 
must have fallen from his holster 
to the floor of Hoffman's car in 
which he was taking the two to the 
station. At the time of the shooting 
he was detained at his precinct as a. 
matter of form but hia Captain said 
then that he would not even be sus- 
pended, Now the ax has fallen.

silence, instead of the usual storm 
of shouts from the crowd of brokers 
in the wheat pit, greeted the open 
ing gong. 
Then, selling began to 


broaden in volume, and Quotations 
were soon plunging downward. De 
cember, the principal future delivery 
of wheat, collapsed temporarily to 
45 cents, against 48g at the close on 
Saturday. 
From 45, however, the 


market worked irregularly upward, 
and within an hour wheat and corn 
alike had regained most of their 
loss.

The ground 
in-the latter fields was seeded with 
kernels from lodged grain left by the 
grain binder and from

seedings for drought 
damage, ac- 


cording to Gus Sell, county agent. 


This year's drought has caused a 
reat deal of damage 
to pastures 


over the state generally,-reports in- 
dicate, and old meadows 
may be 


needed again next year "to help out 
on; the pasture situation. Likewise, 
many spring seedings may be dam- 


aged to the extent that 
they will 


fail to supply the expected hay and 
pasturage next year. 


G, B. Mortimer, of the Wisconsin 


college of agriculture, in eveii recom- 
mending that to provide more pas- 
turage the present 
meadows and 
pastures be thickened up this fall by 
seeding timothy right 
now, at the 
rate of six to eight pounds of tim- 
othy seed to the acre put on with a 
grass seeder. Next spring the condi- 
tion of the pasture can be.still .fur- 
ther improved by top dressing them 
with about 200 pounds of ammonium 
sulphate to the acre, he states:
